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WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency

(HR-8) to Industrial (IND). 
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General Location: The east side of State Road 7, 
approximately one-quarter (X) mile south 


of Yamato Road. 


Size: 2.72 acres

25 That self-service storage, as defined in the Palm 


Beach County Unified Land Development Code, shall 
be the only permitted use on the parcel. Any 
request for a change in the permitted use shall 
require an amendment to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan. 
2. No outdoor storage shall be permitted on the site.
